they were. 

He feels that there is something slimy and nauseating about this kind 
of talk from a soldier, sand be dhinks that Sir Joba, acting as a soldier, 
would do beter to hold bis tongue. 

Our average man—who sees these things as, in fact, Sie John Harding 
seca thent—knows that these executions are ucts of war curried out against 
men Whe have gore out to ki and who diemselves ure meeting death in 
the process, 

He sees nothing more inunoral in the infliction of death by execution 
ibn i the infficdion of death by acts of terrorism; and, of course, if he 
hay not become blinded by iaperialis¢ seff-cighteousness, he scex nothing

The Montreux Convention of 1936, 
which gives Turkey exclusive control 
over the ‘Turkish Strails, expires in 
Noveinber. It may be recalled thut 
ane of the developments that precipi- 
tated the promulgation of Harry 
Troman’s Greek-Turkish Doctrine 
was the fact that Moscow approached 
Ankara about modifying Montreux 
in such a4 way as to give the USSR 
and its satellites a predominate note 
in the control of the Straits.

International, 

A DIFFERENT HORSE 


Reports from the Malian correspondent of 
The New York Times some days ago made 
it appear that the Socialist merger was well 
on the way, though it would take some time 
fo consunimate, 

oday’s dispatch from Rome (Sept. 3) reveala 
that the situation is less advanced and at the 
moment obscure, 

The directorate of Nenni’s party is “far 
more hostile than was imagined to any sug 
gestion of moving away trom the Communists,’ 

Moreover, the Nenni and Saragat versions 
of what was said at their meeting on the key 
issue of “solidarity with the West” are 
markedly different, Saragat thought, or at least 
says, that Nenni “accepted” this policy ; 
Nenni says that he merely stated that he * ack- 
nowledged Italy’s participation in the Atlantic 
Pact to be a fact,” 

the New York Times correspondent now 
states that Nenni hopes to gait pedal the 
Atlantic Pact, thinks that the pact with the 
Communists “need not be denounced but can 
be allowed to lapse. quietly,” and in -realit 
wanis Italy to assume a “neutralist position,” 

‘This is a horse of a very different colour, 
Meanwhile, Saragat has resigned from the 
Cabinet in Italy, as he has threatened for 
same tite to do, 


FOUR OBSERVATIONS 


There appear to be four pertinent observa- 
tions, 

One, in any merger of the Socialist wings 
the much larger Nenni wing is bound to exert 
great influence on orientation and programme, 

Two, the Communist organ, * Unita’) in at 
least one edition, suggested that unity af the 
Socialist groups might be a pood thing. Per

Thirdly, a shift of the Left Wing Socialint

Fourthly, the true advance would be made 
if the discussions and shiftings now under way 
resulied in a powerful falian Socialist move-

She begged him, however, nor to 
trouble about giving up salt and pulses himself. 
She could not bear that he shauld make auch 
a sacrifice just because she had been abstinate, 
Gandhi replied that be could not break a 
sQlenin promise, 

Kasturba wept. but he remained firm. So 
they beth feft salt snd pulses out of their daily 
food-—and the happy result was that Kasturba 
soon began to get well again. 

Later on Kasturba had an oppartunity of 
saving her husband's life in return,

I. had come to know how cruelly 
many people treated their poor cows 
in Initia.

A’ serious telegram in) China 
iy ranslated into an Arabic numeral code to 
ensure accurate tramsmission and scarcely any 
document is entirely free from posstbilitics of 
misinterpretation, 


A far-reaching decision 


The decision to deal with a problem of this 
magnitude was a most courageous one. It is 
bound to incur sales-resistance from the older 
people. But Mr. Chang was able to report 
wu fasetnating series of decisions initiating 
reforms. First, they decided to treat the Han 
dialect as the basic Chinese. There is no in- 
tention to climinate dialects or to suppress 
entirely the languages of national minorities. 
Hyut it is necessary that debasement of the 
language should be eliminated and that words 
in common use should have an agreed yean- 
ing. Next a simpler style of writing was intro- 
duced cutting out many unnecessary flourishes 
and providing simple line models. After that, 
paniphlets were published providing a. series 
of standard syllabic drawings. 

This was follawed by periodical bulletins 
suggesting provisional further changes and 
finally came the decision to Latinise the 
Chinese alphabet and introduce a phonetic 
language. [Ht is a most far-reaching decision 
and the results are incalculable, 

That morning of our meeting with the 
Assistant Minister for Foreign Aflairs E asked 
a question at the naievity of which our hosts 
chuckled happily.
